Mrs. Pearl Johnson ef 5755 McPherson 
avenue, wife of Walter A. Johnson,. was 
discharged Wednesday in the Court of 
Criminal Correction by Judge Clark, 
before whom she was arreigned for pre- 
liminary hearing on the charge of man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree. Mrs. 
Johnson's electric coupe, which she was 
running, knocked down Andrew F'ree- 
man, a street clearier, Jan. 8, causing 
injuries which resulted in his death twe 
days later. 

After Judge Clark had announced his 
decision, Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Daniel said he would confer with Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey on the question 
of issuing a new information against 
Mrs. Johnson, regardless of her release 
on preliminary hearing. This has been 
Gone by the Circuit Attorney's office in 
@ number of other cases. 


Three women friends of Mrs. John- 
son, who were with her in the coupe 
when the fatal accident occurred, testi- 
fied for her in the hearing, and when 
Judge Clark announced his decision, 
they clapped their hands A Deputy 
warned them to be quiet. 

Simon Bollman, a chauffeur, was 
the only witness aside from Mrs. 
Johnson and her friends. He said he 
saw the coupe stop in front of 6512 
Maple avenue, where Mrs. Nellie 
Stoddard got in, and that he then saw 
it'run west to the place, 300 fear

and that the man Was run over and 
wedged under the rear axle, so that 
Boliman had to. have help in getting 
him out.

Women Were Not Talking. . 

Mrs. Stoddard said she sat in front 
of Mrs. Johnson, facing her, and that 
Mra. Effie Tasche of 6010 McPherson 
avenue, who was in a similar position 
on the other side, said they had struck 
something, though Mrs. Stoddard said 
she felt nothing.. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney McDaniel asked her if the wom- 
en were talking before the accident, 
and she replied, “‘No, not a word,” 
speaking in such a tone that McDaniel 
told her she need not be so emphatic. 

Mrs. Stoddard said she.was sitting 
sidewise, and was not obstructing Mrs. 
Johnson's view, and that her hat was 
not large. Mrs. Tasche also testified 
that she was not obstructing the view. 
and Mrs. L. W. Ray of 49296 Washing- 
ton boulevard, the third of the guests, 
said Mrs. Johnson was running slowly 
and carefully. 

Has Not Used Car Since. 

Mts. Johnson then testified, say- 
ing there was no obstruction in front 
of her, but that, from the way in 
which the two women were seated, 
she could not see so well at the side.

POLICE UNABLE 10 
GET CLEW IN GANG 
MURDER IN GLUB 


| Pasition of Bodies Seems to Dis-¢ 


pose of Theory Ex-Con- 
victs Fought Duel, 


MEMBERS ROUNDED ~ UP 


Some of Them Believed to Have 
Seen Division Street 
Tragedy. 


The mystery of the Friendly Ten 
Clubhouse murders has not been solved. 
It seems no nearer solution than when 
policemen pushed open the door of the 
squalid little two-room clubhouse at 1816 
Division street at 9:30 a. m. Tuesday 
and found Peter White and John Burns, 
ex-convicts, shot to death. 

The physical facts are all that the po- 
lic have to go on and these lead to no 
€efinite conclusions, Nothing has been 
learned about what happened after 5:30 
Pp. mi. Monday, when ‘White and Burns, 
members of the club say, were lying 
asleep ‘on a table in the front room of 
the clubhouse. 

Position Suggested a Duel. 

When they were found dead 16 hours 
later Burns lay on, his back on the 
floor under an east v-indow, one pane 
of which had been shattered by a bul- 
let. White lay with his right hand 
clutching Burns about the knees and 
the index finger of his left hand crooked 
as if he sought to clutch something. The 
position of the bodies seeming to indi- 
cate phat the men had faven in a strug- 
gle, suggested that the men might have 
killed each other in-a duel in the shabby 
little clubroom. 

The fact that no weapons were found 
in the reom argued against the duel 
theory, but members of the club, follow- 
ing the usual practice of gangsters in 
establishing secrecy after gang kill- 
ings, Taight have wrested a revolver 
from White's: hand efter he was dead

Although the autopsy, which mav 
throw further light on the manner in 
which the mén met their death, has not 
been completed, ‘the wounds seem tol} 
dispose of: the duel theory. Burns: was 
It 
is thought either of the wounds would 
have caused death almost instantly. 
White was shot from behind, through 
the brain and must have dropped in his 
tracks. 

‘The position of the bodies indicates 
that Burns fell first and that White, 
in his death struggle, clutched Burns’ 
knees. As White was shot in the back 
of the head, the inference would be 
that he had been shot first and that 
Burns was shot iour times in the breast 
while fighting the murderer, but the po- 
sition of the bodies, with White partly 
on top of Burns, points to the conclu- 
sion that Burns was killed first and 
that White was shot in the back of the 
head as he was turning to escape and 
fell upon Burns. 

Revolver Deepens Mrsatery. 

If only two shots he=. been fired, it 
woul4 be conceivable that the men fired 
simultaneously, each killing the other, 
but the three additional shots. make the 
duel theory untenable. 

The mystery is deepened by the find- 
ing of a. revolver, wrapped in 4 
hnahdkerchief, lying on the gill f the 
cellar window, outside, with indenta- 
tions in two of the cartridges, show'ng 
that the hammer had been snapped 
twice. 

This revolver may have been taken 
from the left hand of White by some- 
one who went to the clubhouse ahead 
of the police. White may have snapped 
the weapon twice, and the failure of 
the cartridges to explode may have 
cost him his life. 

Careful examination of the window 
pane through which « outlet passed re- 
veals that the bullet was fired inside 
the room. Splinters of glass were 
found on the outside under the win- 
dow. 

Nothing has been elicited from the 
Friendly Ten Club members who 
are being gathered in by the polic* 
as fast as they can be found. The 
police are confident, however, that 
members of the club visited the club- 
house Monday night or Tuesday 
morning, and that some of them were 
there when the two men were killed. 
Shots were héard at about 9:30 Mon- 
day night. At that hour it is usual 
for members of the club to be there. 
If none were there at the time of 
the tragedy they are believed to have 
been there later. Tracks around the 
front and back doors Indicate this. 

The work of rounding up Friendly Ten 
members will be’ continued. In addition 
to the six arrested Tuesday, two were 
arrested Wednesday. They are Louis 
Petette of 2623 Slattery street, secretary 
of the club, and Robert Graham of 1924 
Division street. Petette saya he was not 
at the clubhouse Monday night and

dismissal, in so far as it pertained ‘to 
them, of the Frisco receivers’ suit. to 
recover $14,408,921.29 in the now-famous 
Brownsville Syndicate deal in which 10 
Frisco directors are alleged to have 
profited personally by acting in the 
dual capacity of seller and buyer. 
They attack the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Court, the authority of the 
Frisco receivers to file such a suit, and 
declare there is an insufficiency of facts. 
in the bill of complaint to constitute a 
valid cause of action in equity. 
Yeakum Statement. 
Yoakum’s motion was the first one 
filed. Two hours later counsel for 
Campbell West and Greig filed motions. 
Yoakum and Greig are represented by 
former Circuit Judge Moses N. Sale. 
Mourton Jourdan represents Campbell 
and West is represented by A. C. Stew- 


Williams. 

Yoakum’'s motion is identical with 
those filed by three of the. other nine 
defendants. In the opening paragraph 
Yoakum says: 

“Now comes the defendant by protes- 
tation, not confessing or acknowledging 
all or any of the matters or things in 
the bill of coniplaint herein. contained 
to be true in such manner and form es 

Yoakum bases His plea of the Fed- 
eral Court’s lack of jurisdiction upon 
what he terms the want of proper and 
necessary averments of citizenship of 
| the «parties to the suit. He alleges a 
diverse citizenship between the plaintiffs 
and defendants is not shown, but does 
not outline specifically what he means 
by this contention. Being a resident of 
New York, it is pointed out,.he ‘could 
not plead a State court is proper juris- 
diction. 

Campbell, West. and Gréig pleaded 
lack of diverse citizenship between them 
and the receivers, It is said they, will 
contend Receiver James W. Lusk re- 
cently has become a resident of St. 
Louis and that Receivers W. B. Bid- 
die and W. C. Nixon are St. Louis resi-. 
dents. 

Upon the face of the bill of complaint, 
Yoakum says, it appears causes of 
action are improperly united. He also 
declared the necessary and indispensable 
parties to the suit are not properly unit- 
ed in a cause of action, and that un- 
connected matters are joined in the bill 
of complaint. 

The complaint, he says, does not show 
any legal right vested in the receivers 
to institute and maintain the suit. 

Deficient Bill Alleged. 

The bill of complaint, he alleges, is de- 
ficient in certainty and the allegations 
are so unintelligible and so inconsistent 
with each other that they do not prop- 
erly advise him of the nature of the 
cause of action, if any, that he is called 
upon to defend. 

Besides Yoakum, Campbell, West and 
Greig, the defendants are W. K. Bixby 
of King’s highway and Lindell bouic- 
vard; B. L. Winchell of Chicago, for- 
mer president of the Frisco: E. V. R. 
Thayer of Boston and C. W. Hillard, 
Frank Trumbull and Hans Winterfeldt 
of New York. Yoakum is chairman of 
the board of directors of the Frisco 
Railroad Co. and Campbell is vice-presi- 
dent of the company.

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TAFT. DECLARES 


No Man Has Ever Done so Much 
to Destroy Confidence in 
Courts, He Asserts. 


William .H. Taft, writing in this 
week's Saturday Evening Post on “The 
Future of the Republican Party,’ 
praises President Wilson for the way 
he has maintained party discipline in 
Congress, and declares that Theodore 
Roosevelt is ‘‘moving toward Socialism 
as certainly as water runs down hill.”’ 
He says he agrees with Roosevelt and 
former Senator Beveridge that the amal!- 
gamation of the Republican and Progres- 
sive parties is impossible, but he says 
many who have supported Roosevelt wil! 
return to the Republican party, and he 
suggests that the party’s convention 
machinery should De reconstructed sv 
as to provide for them. 

“There ought to be no difficulty grow- 
ing out of the controversy in the con- 
vention of 1912,’ he writes. ‘‘The nomi- 
nation there made was made legally, in 
accordance with the rules that had been 
laid down in advance and had been fol- 
lowed in previous .conventions for the 
selection of delegates. It may be that 
the method of selection was not the 
best and*that it gave an undue weight 
to the votes of the delegates fr@m the 
Southern States, considering the amount 
of actual support in the Electoral Col- 
lege the party could count on from those 
states; but this had long been the rule 
in successive Republican conventions, 
because the party did not wish to rec- 
ognize by apparent acquiescence the un- 
constitutional disfranchisement of col- 
ored voters in the South. 


“The unfairness of changing the rules 
of the game after.the game had been 
begun, after the preliminary campaign 
had been held and after the convention 
had assembled must appeal to any man 
with either a sense of conformity to 
law or ‘with a sportsmanlike instinct. 
Therefore, those who insisted on abiding 
by the result of the convention as it 
was lawfully worked out under the rules 
that then governed the party are not 
in the slightest degree estopped from 
changing them if it be deemed wise now 
to do so.”’ 

Would Keep Moose Out of Pover. 

He then tells Republicans that their 
mission and their duty is to keep the 
Progressive party from winning a na- 
tional] election. He says: 

“Those of us who believe that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s new theories of government 
will seriously impair that which we hold 
‘essential to the maintenance of liberty 
regulated by. law—and who at the same 
time know that he is a man of the 
greatest mental activity; of wonderfully 
‘attractive’ personality; of (lightning 
‘quickness of. apprehension; ‘of excep- 
Ltional | faculty for picturesque and forci- 
ble statement and the making of phrases 
that seize the public attention; of re- 
markable skill in selecting means of 
publicity; of extraordinary power to ig- 
nore the arguments and statements of 
facts of his adversaries; of still more 
extraordinary power. to induce his’ fol- 
lowers -to do so, and of indomitable 
courage to carry out his many theories 
by the exercise of governmental power, 
ehould he acquire it—are justified in 
thinking that the most important thing 
to the country is to defeat the Pro- 
gressive party in presidential elections. 

“The Republican party thus has an 
opportunity for usefulness to the people 
of this country that never has been ex- 
ceeded, even in the crisis of the Civil 
War or in the free-silver campaign of 
1896.”’ 

He says that most of the Progressive

“The necessary trend of the platform

tion; and that is the essence of Social- 
ism,"’ the article continues, “It makes 
no difference how sincere Mr. Roose- 
velt is in his protest that he is opposed 
*o Socialism. With the doctrines he 
advocates and the attitude he occuples 
and the promises he makes, he is mov- 
‘ng toward Socialism as certainly as 
water runs downhill No man and no 
party in the history .of the country 
have done so much to ‘destroy the con- 
Sdence of the people in’ the justice of 


the courts and in the existence of any} 


possible independent judiciary as have 
Mr. Roosevelt and the Progressive par- 
ty. 

“This is the great charge he will have 
to meet when brought before the bar of 
history. In all the remedies that have 
heretofore ever been proposed by the 
wildest dreamer no proposition has been 
so absurd and ‘so utterly destructive of 
the administration of any kind of just- 
ice as the proposition of the recall of 
judicial decisions.’’

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11.-—While 
some uncertainty exists as to exactly 
what the Supreme Court meant yester- 
day when it overruled motions for re- 
hearings in the lumber ouster cases and 
then retained jurisdiction of the cases, 
the belief here is that the lumber com- 
panies must pay the $436,000 in fines as 
the4irst condition to getting out of the 
snare of the law. 

The retention of jurisdiction, lawyers 
say, will estop the companies from tak- 
ing their cases, by writ of error, to the 
United States Supreme Court until the 
Missouri Court brings the cases to a 
final judgment. No final judgment being 
entered the lumber companies are shut 
off from an appeal, lawyers say. 

This is taken to mean that the Court 
will exact the fine money, listen to any 
further pleas which the companies may 
have to make, then enter a final order 
one way or the other as to the ouster 
judgment. If the ouster is made final 
the companies could appeal’from that 
judgment to the United States Supreme 
Court, 

If the Court had simply overruled the 
motions for rehearing, lawyers say the 
companies could have appealed immedi- 
ately to the United States Supreme 
Court. 
The lumber companies will do one of 
two things: they will try to appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court, or 
tender their meney and beg the Court 
to permit them to continue business in 
the State. 
None of the lumber companies would 
admit in motions for rehearing that 
they ever violated the anti-trust laws. 
and all asserted the Court's opinion 
was wrong except the W. R. Pickering 
company of Louisiana, which was fined 
$1000, which it paid. 
Some new move must be made by the 
companies within the next 10 days. The 
138 companies who were given a suspen- 
sion of ouster on condition they pay 
the fines, amounting altogether to $6!.- 
000, probably will pay these fines and 
get out of court. The way is not so 
easy for the'll big companies absolute- 
ily ousted and fined $375,000. 
No motion for a rehearing upon the 
overruling of a motion for rehearing 
will hold. The companies must pay 
their fines, it is believed, and await 
final orders from the Court. 
The Court’s retention of jurisdiction 
also will prevent the companies from 
withdrawing from the State until the 
fines are collected.

If No Divorce for Mismated Ones, 
What Then? Clergyman Asks 
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“Has Any Anti-Divorce Advocate Ever Offered a 
Constructive Alternative?” Asks the Rev. 
John Haynes Holmes. 


By Marguerite Mooers Marshall.. 
F a husband and wife enter a court 
| that has the sanctity and privacy 
of a confessional, if they testify 
truthfully that there is an utter 
absence of love between them, if they 
are allowed time for reconsideration, 
but do not reconsider, if the court vainly 
attempts to remove the difficulties in 
the way of reconciliation, if the effort 
to reawaken love’ proves useless, if an 
appeal in the name of the family to a 
joint sense of responsibility falls fiat, 
and if a divorce is not granted—what 1s 
to be done? 

What positive solution have the op- 
ponents of divorge to offer to that which 
the Rev. John Hayes Holmes of the 
Church of the Messiah rightly calls ‘‘the 
most sadly tangled problem of our 
time?’ When was it ever an answer 
to a problem to say, “Do nothing?” 
If divorce won't make the sum of a 
wretched marriage come out right, what 
will? What is to be done? 

Dr. Holmes and many of us will be 
interested in the replies which such per- 
sons as Senator Ransdell of Louisiana 
should be able to make to this ques- 
tion. Senator Ransdell is fathering a 
Federal amendment which would for- 
ever prohibit divorce with the right to 
remarry in the United States. But so 
far he has not divulged what he would 
put in the place of the legal severance 
of two persons to whom a legal rela- 
tionship has become an intolerable bur- 
den. 


This Preventive Offered. 

“Has any anti-divorce advocate ever 
offered a constructive alternative?’ Dr. 
Holmes queried, when I showed him the 
report of Senator Ransdell's activities. 
Dr. Holmes, you should know, ‘is the 
author of an extraordinarily sane and 
candid little volume called ‘Marriage 
and Divorce.” In it the author takes 
a position midway between such outpost 
garrisons as the Senator from Louisi- 
ana on the one hand and Ellen Key on 
the other. 

‘The stability of the family,"’ said the 
clergyman, “depends not half so much 
upon keeping people together who have 
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once married as. upon preventing the 
marriage of these people until they 
have given some reasonable assurance 
of their knowledge of conditions, their 
seriousness of purpose, and their sincer- 
ity of affection.”’ 

‘“‘What is the type of marriage which 


tyou believe most likely to succeed and 


which you think society should en- 
courage?’ I asked. 

“There igs no marriage, in the truest 
sense of the word,’’ he replied, ‘‘uniess 
love is the exclusive element out of 
which it is built. The marriage is not 
the outward ceremony or institution—it 
is not the plighting of the troth, the 
giving of the ring, or the speaking of 
the benediction. The true marriage is 
nothing more nor less than union of 
souls in the spirit of perfect love, and 
where this spirit is absent, or is adul- 
terated by an admixture of some other 
moral element, the marriage is just to 
that extent so much the less a true mar- 
riage. 

“Any motive, be it a desire to have a 
home or to keep property intact, “r 
to perpetuate the family, or to gain & 
fcrtune, or to win a title, or to’achieve 
secial standing—any motive, I say, ex- 
cept that of love, which leads a woman 
or a man into the marriage relation, 
constitutes in itself a nullification of 
the marriage at the very outset. 

“But though the origin of marriage 
is to be found in the heart of the in- 
dividual, it is equally true that the 
results of marriage are to be found in 
the fabric of the social whole. There- 
fcre, society has always insisted upoa 
stepping in and determining for itself 
hew this union shall be joined and 
maintained.’’ 

“And just how far do you think that 
social control should go today?” I in 
quired. 

“Such rigid restrictions should be 
thrown about the union of every man 
and every woman, that all hasty, ill- 
considered, fanciful and ignorant mar- 
ringes would be rendered improbable. 
{if not impossible. 

“It should be made necessary for 
a period of a year to elapse between 
the betrothal and the wedding, that 
there may be some assurance at leas: 
that some degree of lasting affection 
between the two persons is present.

“Then both parties ghould receive 
some adequate training for the meet- 
ing of the responsibilities of this 
state. 

“Not any and every state official 
should be allowed to marry persons, 
but only certain dignified, honorable 
and intelligent gentlemen. I think 
this duty might well devolve upon 
retired Justices of the Supreme 
Court.
